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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 3-5, 16-20, 22-27, 29-32, 34 and 35 are pending. 

2. The new matter rejection of claim 32 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, has been obviated by 
the claim amendment filed February 25, 2010. 

3. The rejection of claims 1, 3 and 24-33 as being indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, has been obviated by the claim amendment filed February 25, 2010. 

4. The rejection of claims 1, 3-5, 24-26 and 31-33 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over WO 90/12803 (published November 1, 1990; PTO 1449) in view of Chaga et al (of record, J 
Biochem Biophys Methods 49:313-334, 2001; PTO 892) and WO 95/25748 publication (PTO 
1449) has been obviated by the claim amendment filed February 25, 2010. 

5. The rejection of claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
90/12803 (published November 1, 1990; PTO 1449) in view of Chaga et al (of record, J Biochem 
Biophys Methods 49:313-334, 2001; PTO 892) and WO 95/25748 publication (PTO 1449) as 
applied to claims 1, 3-5, 24-26 and 31-33 mentioned above and further in view of WO 96/17631 
publication (PTO 1449) has been obviated by the claim amendment filed February 25, 2010.
